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The Basis for Confidence 


Allies Keeping the Enemy Always 
on the Defensive 

The Allies in the west have not 
developed sufficient striking power to 
achieve that “breaking through” 
which we must regard as postponed 
to an indefinite future, But they have 
shown the power to pin the enemy 
permanently to the defensive and 
subject him to a bitter process of at- 
trition, Careful studies of German 
resources in man power and their ex- 
ploitation in battle indicate an enor- 
mous increase in the strain and los- 
ses to which their defensive exposes 


them, It has been calculated that 
they have been compelled to pass 
twice as many army divisions 


through the fire of the western fight- 
ing of this year as they did in the 
battle of the Somme, and the latter 
was a supreme effort in the course 
of which the German front at 
moment faced disaster. -1t has been 
reported that the scheme of new 
German divisions to be formed out 
of new troops has largely been aban- 
doned because of the necessity of fill- 
ing up the existing cadres. It has 
been asserted that the Germans are 
no longer able to give their regiments 
on an active section of the front the 
usual complete rest behind the lines 
after battle, but must be content with 
transferring them to the trenches in 
the less active sectors. As for gun- 
power, the superiority of the Allies 
has not been questioned for a long 
time. It would seem as if conditions 
at the beginning of the war are now 
reversed, so that Germany is com- 
pelled to economize in guns and am- 
munition at the expense &f her man- 
power, 

Unquestionably the allied offen- 
sive has its own heavy price to pay, 
but the losses would be much lighter 
than the enemy's from the fact of 
allied superiority in artillery, Among 
the French the Petain policy of strict 
economy in men is established. We 
have the statement, for example, that 
in the recent French — successes 
around Verdun the artillery forces 


brought into play were numerically ; 


about equal to the infantry; this is

If 
the German people will put forward 
a government that can be trusted, 
the world will listen to its propos 
it no such skeptical spirit as it list- 
ens to those put forward today, If 
they will not do so, then the present 
Germany government must be beat- 
en until it makes no difference what 


terms it will agree to and what 
terms it will not, 
At present Germany proposes 


nothing except that the war be end- 
ed by a promise on Germany's part 
to reduce its army reciprocally with 
other nations, a promise which Ger- 
many would not fulfill; a promise 
that England reduce its navy, a 
promise which Germany would ex- 
pect England faithfully to fulfill; and 
a promise of the nation to arbitrate 
in future, a promise that Germany 
would laugh to scorn the moment it 
suited her,»She sees the issue of the 
war as “the freedom of the seas,” 
seas that are as free in times of 
peace to Germany as they are to 
England, and this is an issue which 
docs not concern in the least the rest 
of the world, not even Austria, The 
rest of the world sees the Gernian 
froverninetit as the issue. The Ger- 
man government knows it well, and 
the whole reply to the pope, dictated 
in Berlin and transcribed with fore- 
bodings in Vienna, is merely an ef- 
fort to save Hohenzollernism,—From 
the New York Times.

Benefit From 
Food Regulations 


Reduction in Consumption of Beef, 
Bacon and Other Com- 
modities Noted 
As a result of regulations provid- 
ing for “:beefless and baconless 
days” and other restrictions imposed 
on public cating places at the in- 
stance of the food controller, a very 
great saving has been effected in sup- 
plies needed for export to the allied 
armies and nations, ‘The first an- 
notincement of the reductions in the 
consumption of beef, bacon and 
wheat flour brought about by the 
erder-in-council, effective August 17, 
regulating the serving of these com- 
modities in hotels and restaurants, 
was made by Mrs. Jean Muldrew, di- 
rector of domestic cconomy in_ tlic 
office of the food controller, Mrs. 
Muldrew addressed the convention of 
Women's Institutes for the province 
of New Brunswick on the subject of 

food conservation, 

The following are the percentage 
reductions in the consumption of 
beef and bacon reported for the 
nionth of August 17 to September 17, 
as compared with the consumption in 
the same cating places during the 
preceding month: 


Germans Have Evolved 


Gotha Bombing Machine Coustitutes 
Real Menace 


The repeated attacks on ndon 
from the air and the increasing num- 
ber of planes and. aerial craft 
which these attacks are made by the 
enemy, are causing disctission as to 
whether the German designers are 
evolving a more powerful type of 
air vessel than the British. Were the 
newest type of Gothas used in the 
flight over London and the eastern 
counties recently, is the question 
which is being asked on all sides? 

“When the Gothas assemble over 
London in organized formation, be- 
yond reach of anti-air guns, the pride 
of England will be lowered.” This is 
the prophecy of the Lokal Anzeiger, 
the seini-official newspaper in Ber- 
lin. The same paper once predicted, 
that “with carefully-planned ruthless- 
ness it should not be difficult for 
our U-boats to compel the allied 
powers to listen to the sincerity of 
our desire for an honorable peace, 
one that would establish the German 
empire in safety from allied intrigues 
and from the naval possibilities by 
England.” It may be that the latest

Reports are, not complete for the 
entire Dominion but those already 
received indicate that the saving in 
all parts of the country has been 
large as measured in percentages and 
cnormous when considered 1n_ the 
aggregate of pounds. Four estab- 
lishments in one city reported that 
the consumption of the previous 
month has been reduced by the fol- 
lowing amounts: 

Beef, 1.5 tons; 0.68 tons; 1.64 tons; 
5.66 tons; bacon 1 ,ton; 0,93 ~ tons; 
0.12 tons; 1.58 tons, 

The combined saving for the 
month in these four establishments 
alone amounted to 91-2 tons of beef 
{and 3 and 3-5 tons of bacon, “These 
jamounts,” said Mrs, Muldrew, “rep- 
resent but a fraction of the’ saving of 
one city, only a fraction indeed of 
the saving in the public eating places 
cf that city alone. Yet these totals 
are sufficient to ration a whole divi- 
sion with beef for one day, and a 
division and a half with bacon, using 
jin both cases the liberal Canadian al- 
lowance. What Canada’s united ef- 
{fort will amount to is but dimly fore- 
shadowed by the performance of 
these four establishments. Add these 
to the number of other places in the 
same city and then add all from oth- 
cr Canadian cities and you can easily 
see how great has been the saving 
in consumption of these two, commo- 
dities.” 

The lecturer stated that reports 
already received by the food con- 
troller’s office showed a reduction of 
{20 per cent. in the consumption of 
white bread as a result of the provi- 
sion of substitutes, 

Mrs. Muldrew explained that in 
-the-nresent-critigal sittation aa r¢« 
gards the food supplies of the world, 
those who were responsible for the 
feeding of the family had an especial, 
opportunity for effective patriotic 
service, In order that Canada might 
send to the allied countries its share 
of the enormous amount of wheat 
required, the normal consumption 
here would have to be reduced from 
6 to 41-2 bushels per capita, This! 
meant that where we were accustom- 
cd to eat 4 slices of white bread we 
must now eat only 3, and for that 
cther slice eat a bread made from 
some other cereal, such as rye, bar- 
ley, corn, or eat its equivalent of 
{barley, rice oatmeal or other cereal! 


with a span of about 80 feet from ti 
to tip of the wings, and has a lengt 
of 40 feet from nose to tail-tip; the 
height of the machine is about 12 
feet.

The bombs, twelve in number, are 
carried under the pilot’s compart- 
ment, which is between the upper 
and lower wings and imemdiately be- 
hind the forward gunner. The rea- 
son for carrying the bombs thus is 
that since the bomb case is right un- 
der what is called the “centre of 
lift” of the machine, the balance is 
not affected whether the case is full 
or empty. Two extra bombs can be 
carried under the forward gunner’s 
compartment if desired. 

Well aft of the pilot, behind the 
wings, is a large cockpit for the 
after gunner, who has a gun on the 
top of the fuselage which covers the 
whole after hemisphere of sky and 
rather more, so that any hostile ma- 
chine attacking from above or from 
cither side is subject to the fire of 
both the forward and after guns. 

Besides the top gun there is 
third gun on the floor of the 
cockpit, firing behind or downward 
along a bottomless tunnel in the 
fusel: s degcribed recently—and 
the fiweitheis Yo arranged that in 
the event of an attack from the rear 
the forward gunner can come aft, 
past the pilot, and so two guns can 
be brought to bear on the pursuer. 

It is this multinlication of guns 
and gunners which makes a forma- 
tion of Gothas so difficult to attack.

Our Starving Allies 


New Air Terror) position of Invaded Serbia Becomes 


More and More §erious 


The following appeal for help and 
justice for the starving Serbian peo- 
ple appears in “La Serbie,” a weekly 
paper published by Serbs in exile, 
Lazar Mirkovic, a 
professor of Belgrade university. 

The position of invaded Serbia be- 
conics more and more serious. 

The population awaits help, which 
at present reaches it in an absolute- 
ly insufficient measure. 

The reasons invoked by the allied 

overnments against the sending of 
oodstuffs to Serbia do not preclude 
and ought not to preclude the send- 
ing of help which, while relieving 
the famished Serbian population, 
would in no way weaken the effects 
of the blockade. 

The Swiss committee for Serbian 
telicf provides a sufficient guarantee 
that the foodstuffs and other indis- 
pensable articles will be distributed 
among the Serbian population and 
that this distribution will in no way 
replace rations accorded by the in- 
vaders. As regards flour, in the first 
‘place there are in Serbia a great 
number of people who cannot get 
bread to eat oftener than once a 
week, Then there are things that 
are totally lacking, for example, milk, 
which if sent to Serbia could 


save 
the children who still remain alive 
from certain death, Clothing and 
shoes are no longer to be had in 


Serbia, or are so costly that the pop- 
ulation is not in a position to obtain 
them, 

To supply all this to the Serbs 
would in no way diminish the effects 
of the blockade, because the persons 
who would benefit would not cede 
their rations to the invader, for this 
simple reason that they are receiving 
nothing from the invader, 

One sees, therefore, that military 
necessities and the exigencics of the 
most elementary humanity can be 
reconciled, and with a little more 
good-will one could arrive at satis- 
factory results. 

It is the duty of the Serbian rep- 
resentatives’ to explain to our Brit- 
ish and American allies that there is 
no question of any action in favor 
of the enemy but of the saving of 
the Serbian population, which is 
menaced by death from starvation, 

We make appeal to the generosity 
so largely and so often displayed of 
the British, the French, and the 
Americans, to rescue our unhappy 
compatriots from an appalling situa- 
tion. One may say the same thing 
of the Serbs interned and prisoners 
of war, whose fate is most tragic,

From a city of order, Berlin is be- 

ginning to become a city of disorders 
as a lengthy and bitter report in the 
Berlin Tageblatt clearly shows. In 
the big railway sheds, where goods 
are received and distributed there is 
absolute chaos. An almost endless 
array of packages, trunks, parcels of 
all descriptions, are stored there in 
hopeless disorder; many have been 
stolen or lost. The public accuses the 
new officials of stealing them; the 
officials say that the thefts are due 
to dishonest cabdrivers and untrust- 
worthy forwarding agents. The great 
Jerlin forwarding agency declares 
that parcels of all descriptions are 
stolen by thieves while the convcy- 
ance are passing through the strects 
The agency in all soberness makes 
the astounding statement that Berlin 
is full of thieves, convicted criminals 
who have been refused admission to 
the army, serving to make the 
streets thoroughly unsafe. 
Another forwarding company says 
that it is useless bringing charges 
against the dishonest drivers, as there 
are so many of them that the Crown 
Prosecutor has given it up as a bad 
job. 


Remarkable Bravery 
Of Officer Won V. C. 
Amazing Record of Dash, Gallantry 
and Skill 


Stirring stories of British bravery 
are related in the official Gazette in 


announcing the awarding of nine 
new Victoria Crosses, Five of the 
secipients are dead, The most re- 


matkable case was that of Second 
Lieut. ‘Thomas Coyler Ferguson, of 
the Norihamptons. 

A bad situation had arisen, and it 
was impossible for his company_to 
adhere to its original plan of deploy- 


ment owing to the difficulties of 
the ground, the enemy’s wire, and 
the fact that he found himself with 


a sergeant and five men only, Nev- 
ertheless he carried out the attack, 
capturing the enemy trench and dis- 
posed of the garrison, after which 
his little force successfully resisted a 
heavy counter-attack, 

Then, assisted by an orderly only, 
he attacked and captured an enemy 
machine gun and turned it upon his 
enemies, killing many of*them anc 
driving many others tato the haids 
of an adioining British force, Later, 
assisted only bythe sergeant, he re- 
attacked and captured a second en- 
emy machine gun. _ He was then 
joined by other portions of his com- 
any, and so was able to consolidate 
the position. His conduct through- 
out is an amazing record of dash, 
gallantry and skill, for which no re- 
ward can be too great in view of the 
importance of the position won. 
This gallant officer was shortly after- 
wards killed by a sniper.

Theodore Roosevelt, speaking in 
New York at a “National Service” 
mass mecting under the auspices of 
the mayors’ committee on national 
defense, declared the only peace 
which will make the world safe tor 
democracy must be based upon the 
complete overthrow of Austria and 
‘lurkey. Included in the program he 
outlined were a free Arabia and Ar- 
menia, Poland and Lithuania, with 
an independent Czech commonwealth 
and a Jugo-Slav state. 

“Continually we hear rumors of 
cace,” he said. “i think the circu- 
ation of such rumors is injurious to 
America and to the cause of de- 
cency and democracy. We should 
make it clearly understood that the 
conduct of Germany has been such 
that we regard as enemics of man- 
kind all people who would strive to 
bring about a peace based upon treat- 
ing Germany, Austria and Turkey on 
the one hand, and the allics on the 
other, as standing on a footing of 
equality, The only peace that will 
make the world safe for democracy 
is peace based upon the complete 
overthrow of Germany and the dis- 
solution of Austria and Turkey, 

“Unless we have used the phrase 
in a hyprocritical and insincere man- 
ner, this is the way to make the 
world safe for democracy, and the 
only way; and this means that the 
only peace we can accept is the peace 
of overwhelming victory. Turkey's 
conduct toward the Armenian and 
Syrian Christians has been such as 
make it evident that the Turk 


must not only be driven out of Eur- . 


ope, but his empire destroyed, Give 
Arabia freedom, give Armenia free- 
dom. Establish a free city at Con- 
stantinople and keep the straits ab- 
solutely open for the Russians and 
for everyone clse. 

“Make a great independent Poland 
and probably a great independent 
Finland, too. Give the Lithuanians 
at least autonomy; make an indepen- 
dent Czech common th to include 
the Bohemians, Moravians and Sld- 
vaks. Make a Jutgo-Slay common- 
wealth to include on a footing of en- 
tire equality Croats, Serbians and 
Slovaks, whether Orthodox, Catholic 
or Mohammedans, Restore Italian 
Austria to Italy, and Roumanian 
Hungary to Roumania. 

“As for Belgium, she is not only 


entitled to restoration, but to the 
heaviest kind of indemnity. Let 
France have Alsace-Lorraine; let Po- 


land include the whole Baltic coast 
to which she is entitled, Let the 
British and the Japanese keep the

The Invalid Soldiers’ Welfare Lea- 
gue is a newly formed organization 
in the Edmonton Convalescent Home 
which promises to become a model 
for similar leagues in all the conval- 
escent homes of the military hospi- 
tals commission. 

There are many phases of life to 
be carried on in the homes, cand the 
patients here hit upon the idea of 
forming an organization which would 
provide machinery for promoting 
athletics, social life and maintaining 
a canteen, as well as a bond of in- 
terest common to all the men in the 
home, 

The membership is constantly 
changing, of course, as cases are dis- 
charged and new ones come in, but 
every man while he stays belongs to 
the league. The aim is simple— 


“For the welfare of the men in the 
convalescent home and_ hospital’— 
and the appeal is direct. The re-

one is in charge of athletics and ar- 


ranges games, field days, and all 
ached the social committee has 
charge of all the picnics, concerts 


and movies; and the canteen com- 
mittec of the smokers, refreshments, 
etc. 

The supreme proof of its usctul- 
ness comes when it lends money, to 
the amount of $400, to any man go- 
ing out into civil life needing a lift, 
if he can give proper security, and 
every dollar loaned to date has been 
repaid. 

This is a boon to the man who liv- 
ed on a salary before he enlisted and 
whose family used up his small sav- 
ings in his absence. 

In the Edmonton fair the boys 
cleared $2,000 on a show they staged 
Each man who worked was paid $2 
a day; and ten per cent. of the pro- 
fits were turned over, as is their cus- 
tom, to the widows and orphans 
fund of the Great War Veterans.

Care of Swine 


Comfortable Hogs Always Make the 
Best Gains 


Farm animals must be comfortable 
in order that they do as well as pos- 
sible. This is especially true of swine, 
since no farm animal suffers as much 
from extremes of heat and cold as 
the hog. Most men prefer to feed 
hogs in the spring and fall, for they 
say the hogs gain more at these 
times on the same feed than during 
summer and winter, This is Eoeaaes 
in a large measure true only because 
they are more comfortable. 

L. A. Weaver, of the University of 
Missouri college of agriculture, men- 
tions some of the things which may 


be done to make fattening hogs 
comfortable, 
1, Provide adequate shade, If the 


hog lot does not contain plenty of 
natural shade, then artificial shade 
should be supplied. Hog cots, made 
so as to have at least one removable 
side, would be good to use at this 
time, or shade may be made by set- 
ting four ordinary fence posts so 
that they may be covered with 
planks or canvas. 

2. Provide plenty of pure drinking 
water, This may be cheaply and sat- 
isfactorily done with a barrel waterer 
if an adequate supply cannot be ha 
otherwise, Two of three pounds o 
water is stored in the anlipal’e bod 
for every pound of fittscle added 
hence the necessity and economy of 
furnishing plenty of water to drink. 
Most feeders realize the importance 
of supplying plenty of drinking wat- 
¢r, but it oftentimes is an casy thing 
to neglect. Some think if they are 
feeding slop that enough water is 
supplied. The water in the slop, of 
course helps to supply the water re- 
quirements, but the hogs should have 
access to additional water, 

3. Keep pool or wallows clean. 
Clean pools or wallows keep the hogs 
comfortable, permitting rapid and 
economic gains. This does not mean 
however, that any kind of a wallow 
is good, for water which is stagnant 
and filthy may keep the hogs cool, 
but the evil results from unsanitary 
conditions may more than  overbal- 
ance the good derived from the pro- 
tection from heat. 

4. Keep hogs free from lice by dip- 
ping, spraying or by putting hog dip 
in wallows. 

5. Keep sleeping quarters free from 
dust, which irritates bronchial tubes, 
lungs and other organs. This may be| 
done by spraying with crude oil, No 
hog can thrive if it is continually 
coughing and wheezing.

New Military Hospital 


Six Hundred Bed Convalescent Hos- 
pital to Be Erected in 
Montreal 


Announcement fs made by the mil- 
itary hospitals commission that it 
will erect a six hundred bed convel- 
escent hospital on property adjacent 
to the MacDonald College site at 
Ste. Anne de Bellevue, Montreal, 
McGill University will be associated 
with the commission in the project. 
An order-in-council ratifying the 
transaction has been passed, 

Construction will begin at once 
and the institution will be ready for 
occupation by the new year. The 
plan permits an expansion to 900 
beds, if necessary. 

The decision to erect an institution 
of this large size was prompted by 
the many changes which have taken 
place in the character of the treat- 
ment accorded the returned soldiers, 
Much of this treatment requires 
highly trained specialists of great 
ability and the scarcity of men of 
this calibre together with the great 
expense of duplicating costly equip- 
ment has necessitated concentrating 
the future work of the military hos- 
pitals commission in such large in- 
Stitutions, 

The Drummond street hospital 
will now be used as an active treat- 
ment hospital for the Montreal area 
and convalescents will, be treated at 
Ste. Anne. 

One of the great merits of the Ste. 
Anne site is the proximity of Mac- 
Donald college with its splendid 
facilities for vocational training, It 
is a part of the agreement that the 
service of the college staff will be 
available to the commission in this 
ep Ha branch. 

he new institution will consist of 
a central administration block with 
four outlying, two-story wings each 
containing 150 beds. Smaller wings 
in close contact will contain cquip- 
ment of the latest type for the ad- 
ministration of special treatments 
such as the various types of electric 
treatment, continuous baths, whirl- 
pool baths,. nozzle baths, Heddle 
baths and Le and leg baths, vapor 
baths, etc, Corrective apparatus for 
fulictional training and re-education 
of Impatred mental and physica] fac- 
ulties will be installed, There will 
be special buildings for the accom- 
modation of doctors, nurses, order- 
lies, etc., for vocational training, for 
recreation and amusements. A pow- 
er plant is to be part of the scheme 
also, The kitchen and dining room 
are to the rear connected to the main 
bvilding by corridors, The kitchen 
aill be equipped with the latest type 
of steam cookers, serving tables, etc, 
and a modern refrigerating plant will 
be installed, 

The building will be of the type 
of construction adopted by the mili- 
tery hospitals commission for its 
new work, being fire-proof and dur- 
able, although not expensive,

We are again confronted by the 
coal question, that is from now on 
till April 1st, and the greatest ques- 
tion of all is how to get coal enough 
to keep warm? Not only is coal 
scarce and must be brought from 
a long ways off, but it costs a lot 
of money, $7 per ton, and likely a 
good deal more before spring. 

During the past two years the 
government officials have swooped 
down upon us with tons of litera- 
ture telling us how to be economi- 
cal, gave to win the war. And 
right here, on one of the most im- 
portant commodities of life, we are 
throwing away dollars, yes, worse 
i| than throwing the money away, we 
are giving it to the railroads who do 
not need it. We are living right at 
| |the door of a coal mine where we 
could get coal at half the price we 
are paying now, if anybody would 
mine ,it. Nobody will deny that 
money is needed to win the war 
but in view of this fact, we are just 
wasting money by getting coal from 
far away places when we have it 
right at home and not only wasting 
money but we are taking the coal 
away from those people living in 
places where there is no coal. 

Last summer the Queenstown 
Farmers Union taking this same 
view of the question elected a com- 
mittee to see the Indian Agent at 
Gleichen and to ask him to use his 
influence with the Indians in order 
to epen the coal imines early in 
the fall. Nothing whatever has 
resulted fromthis. Perhaps the a- 
gent or no one else can make the 
Indians work if they do not feel like 
it knowing that they don’t need 
to. But if the Indians will not 
work the mines, in the name of 
common sense and win the war

The Indians have 
only scratched a little ways in. 
New then, if we can get our coal 
at thy mine at $3.50 per ton would 
it not be a thousand times better to 
give the other three or four dollars 
we are now paying the C.P.R., to 
the Red Cross, soldiers families or 
to anyone of the various funds 
needed to keep up the war. Any 
one who is not a mutton-head will 
agree to that. 

The Indian lands may be their 
private property but the coal in 
the ground was placed there by 
Mother nature a long time before 
anybody heard anything about the 
C.P.R. Blackfeat Indians or the 
Dominion Government. If the 
settlers on the prairie surrounding 
this coal need it, it would only ~be 
right and just to take it as long 
as the Indians refuse to dig it. But 
being loyal and law abiding citizens 
we do not even propose to do that, 
Weare willing to pay the Indians 
something for their coal if we can 
get permission to operate the mines. 

Now, it is time somebody acted. 
The government man who has oon- 
trol of all the other mines, should 
be informed that we want these 
mines throwm open and worked in 
a business like manner and not the 
way the Indians have been doing 
business in the past, by opening a 
few dirt holes a couple of months

Going Back on the Kaiser 
German People Gradually Losing 
Faith in the War Lord 


_in the September number of the 
Nineteenth Century there is an in- 
teresting article by Prof, F. Sefton 
Delmer, He, Australian born, had 
lived for twenty years past in Ger- 
many, during the latter part of the 


versity of Berlin, From the out- 
break of the war until May of this 
year, he was a civil prisoner in Ber- 
lin, He was able, however, to go 
about under restrictions, and to see 
something of his university friends, 
What he writes of their change of 
opinion is instructive. He declares: 

“Before the war the intellectual 
classes of Germany were almost to a 
man on the side of the Kaiser. But 
many of these people, who in Aug- 
ust, 1914, lauded their ruler to the 
skies as a new Charlemagne, now 
shrug their shoulders at him and his 
house, They put the disaster which 
has come over them in consequence 
of this war, and the still worse dis- 
asters with which they see themsel- 
ves threatened in the near future, 
down to the Kaiser's clumsy diplo- 
matic preparation of the war, and 
his autocratic system. His everlast- 
ing pose, his wish to delude  him- 
self and them into the belief that he 
is a second Frederick the Great, his 
fickleness and impulsiveness as a pil- 
ot of German policy, have all come 
home to them. ‘He dismissed  Bis- 
miarck,” I have heard people say, 
‘but just look at the statemen he has 
chosen his chancellors since—first 
Caprivi, a mere soldier; then Hohen- 
Iche, the courtier; then the selfish 
fox von Bulow, and after him the pli- 
able and weak-kneed philosopher 
Bethmann, but never a really strong 
nian or a great statesman among 
them all.’”

The Standardized Ship | Britain Increases 
Army and Navy Pay 


Advance in Pay Involves Sum of 
50,000,000 Pounds for First 
Year 


The British cabinet has increased 
the army and navy pay, although the 
increases are small compared with 
the American and Colonial stand- 
ards, Proficiency pay at the rate of 
from three to six pence a day will 
be payable after six months’ service, 
instead of two years, as under the 
present army rule, There is also an 
increase of a penny a day for each 
year of war service. The — present 
compulsory allotment of six pence 
daily for privates and ten pence for 
sergeants is abolished. 

The navy increase is about the 
same rate of pay, and the allowances 
to the army and navy now amount 
to 225,000,000 pounds yearly. The 
increases involve 50,000,000 pounds 
for the first year. 


Enforcing of Civilized Standards for 
Housing of Seamen 


It is not only the speed with which 
it is being turned out from the yards 
that marks the standardized ship, but 
the increased speed with which it can 
be worked. The feature of the gen- 
eral arrangements is the very large 
hatchways which enormously facili- 
tate the loading and unloading of 
cargo, upplemented by improved 
port facilities, such as Lloyd George 
emphasized in his recent analysis of 
the shipping problem, it is plain that 
every ton of shipning will account 
for a proportion of cargo unattain- 
able before the war. Nor has the 
human factor been neglected. § The 
principle that the well-being of the 
worker operates for increased out- 
put has been adopted in the con- 
struction of seamen’s quarters on the 
new ships, The old tradition that 
the deep sea sailor may live anyhow 
and anywhere has been _ discarded, 
We read of two-men cabins for the 
accommodations of the crew, mess- 
ing arrangements separated from 
sleeping quarters, a smoking room 
for the men—and steam heat! One 
of the permanent results of the war 
will be this enforcement of civilized 
standards for the housing of the 
workers, whether on sea or land, on 
the cargo carriers or around the fac- 
tory chimneys and the mine pits.—

inates of the Canadian food control- 
ler. To this huge sum must be. add- 
ed a large, though indeterminate, 
number of millions lost through poor 
storage, delay in transportation, and

unhygienic surroundings. What the 
grand total would be there are no 
present means of discovering, The 


important points are that this waste 
is needless and preventable. 

Wasting $7.00 worth of food per 
year means a di waste of 1.92 
cents per head. W ithout food, larg- 
cr crops, better distribution, closer 
buying on the part of ihe housekeep- 
er, more careful preparation and 
more thorough utilization our food- 
stuffs, would not only correct this 
war'e, but would ap ciably reduce 
the actual cost of li xy very con- 
siderably. Let it be assumed that, 
by complete national organization 
and rigid economy, the c of living 
could be reduced by 5 cents per day 
for cach individual. Roughly, then, 
counting in the elimination of par- 
bage waste, we would have a ne 
of 7 cents per day, or $25. per 
capita annually. The national grand 
total saving would then amount to 
the astounding sum of $204,400,000; 
enough to feed an army of one mil- 
lion men for a year, These figures 
are appalling, but they are not be- 
yond the range of achievement, 

For the sake of clearness let us 
summarize the estimate given above; 
Estimated annual cost of feeding 
Canada's oversea’s soldiers, $50,000,- 
000; estimated annual preventable 
waste in Canedian garbage, $56,000,- 
090; estimated annual saving possible 
by preventing garbage astc and fur- 
ther reducing cost of living by 5 
cents per head (total 7 cents per 
tread) $204 400,000.

Race Origin of 
Prairie People 


Interesting Figures Contained in 


Bulletin Issued by Census 
Branch 


The race origin of the people of 
the three prairie provinces is dealt 
with in a bulletin issued by the cen- 
sus branch. The figures given deal 
with the situation as revealed in the 
censtis of June 1, 1916, 

The returns show that of the pop- 
ulation reported on that date,  per- 
sons of British origin constituted 
57.76 per cent. in Manitoba, 54.5 per 
cent, in Saskateéhewan and 60.18 per 
cent, in Alberta) The French race 
possessed 6,1 per cent. of the popu- 
letion of Manitoba and about 5 per 
cent, of that of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. Persons of German origin 
represented 4.67 per cent, of the pop- 
ulation of Manitoba; 11.9 per cent. 
of Saskatchewan, and 6.85 per cent. 
of Alberta, Austro-Hungarians were 
8.18 per cent. of the population of 
Manitoba, 9.15 per cent. in Saskat- 
chewan and 6.37 per cent. in Alber- 
ta. The numbers of Bulgarians and 
Turks are too small to be a factor 
in any of the provinces. 

Males of the ages 20 to 34 nuimb- 
ered in Manitoba 33,118 Canadian 
born, 21,608 born in the British Isles, 
and 26,016 of forcign birth. In Sas- 
katchewan the Canadian born of this 


age numbered 48,865, the British 
born 23,610, and the foreign born 
47,372. In Alberta the numbers 
were: Canadian born 23,671; British 


born 19,822, and foreign born 37,916.

Shipping Cattle and Hogs|------------- 


Valuable Advice on Proper Methods 
of Shipping Live Stock 
_ Mixed consignments of stock, that 
is, where cattle and hogs or sheep 
are all shipped in one car, are rather 
common on the market, This neces 
Sitates the building of partitio 
the cars to keep cach kind sepz 
It is important to do a good job of 
fencing off if the stock is to go 
through in the proper manner, 
Sometimes it is the fault of the fene- 
ing that the sheep become mixed 
with the cattle and the result is a 


few dead or crippled animals, Dam- | 
age also results from poorly  con- 
Structed partitions bruising or  cut- 


ting the animals, 

When-a partition is built, it should 
be seen that'no nails or jagged 
boards are left to injure the stack 
while in transit. When building the 
partition in stock cars many shippers 
are careless in not finishing the job 
Properly with the résult that they 
pay for their neglect by having in- 
jured stock when they are unloaded. 
‘They pay dearly for their neglect by 
receiving lower prices for their stock 
as bruised or crippled animals are 
discriminated against and sell under 
the regular market prices. 

A nail sticking from a board can 
easily injure a hog and make it sell 
ata lower price, A slight vail punc- 
ture in the ham is a serious matter 
for the packer. If he buys such an 
animal once and finds that the ham 
is damaged and unsalable, he will 
Watch the hogs closely and make it 
up the next time one is noticed. Just 
a small bruise on a steer means a 
less to both shipper and packer. 
Many shippers do not fully realize 
how much these small injuries de- 
tract from the values of their stock. 

These possible losses can be elim- 
inated by the owner taking proper 
Precautions at the time of loading 
the stock, When the partitions are 
built he should see that there are no 
rough ends of boards left where ani- 


nals will crowd against them and 
bruise the hide or break the skin, 
He should also take care that no 
nails are left sticking out that will 


puncture the ham and hurt the sell- 
ing price, A small nail puncture ir 
the ham will develop into a large 
black spot by the time the product 
is cured while a bruised hide must 
be put in a lower class where less 
moncy is obtained. All these matters 
are figured in the cost of animals by 
the packers and that is why they de- 
duct from the first cost. They pro- 
tect themselves against a loss and 
the shipper should do the same.
